He said: “The country park 
really does go from strength to 
strength as it becomes a venue 
for people of all ages and abilities 
to enjoy nature.

“A lot of hard work went into 
clearing the gateway at the 
Springhead Lane entrance and 
I’d like to thank those people who 
went beyond the call of duty to 
improve the area’s accessibility. 

“We know how much people 
have come to value and love the 
country park so we will continue 
to improve it so everyone can 
continue to enjoy it for genera¬ 


tions to come.” 

The next improvements to be 
made at the park include the 
creation of a resting point at the 
ramp at Springhead Lane. 

The district council will also be 
assessing the success of the sum¬ 
mer toilet trial. The toilets, which 
consisted of three portable units, 
were cleaned and stocked on a 
daily basis and were open be¬ 
tween 8am and 6pm. 

This trial formed part of the Ely 
Country Park Improvement Plan 
2015-17 which was developed 
following user feedback and 
council obligations.

Assault medic 
is struck off

A PARAMEDIC who was 
jailed for sexually assault¬ 
ing three women has now 
been struck off the medical 
register. 

Colin Hakin, who worked 
for the East of England Am¬ 
bulance Service Trust and 
who was based at Ely ambu¬ 
lance station, was jailed for 
two-and-a-half years in No¬ 
vember last year. 

The 52-year-old, of Grim- 
shoe Road, Downham Mar¬ 
ket, who was married, was 
found guilty of three counts 
of sexual assault between 
2011 and 2012 at Cambridge 
Crown Court. 

Hakin, who also has young 
children, was suspended 
from duty while investiga¬ 
tions were undertaken by 
police. 

Now he has been struck 
off the Health and Care Pro¬ 
fessionals Council (HCPC) 
register by its conduct and 
competence committee. 

Philip Geering, chair of 
the panel, said: “The of¬ 
fences were serious and

were not momentary errors 
of judgement but a deliber¬ 
ate and prolonged course of 
conduct. 

“The registrant abused 
his position of seniority and 
trust. 

“The registrant’s work as 
a healthcare professional 
meant that he should have 
been working to protect the 
well-being of others, instead 
he abused his position to 
sexually assault women. 

“There was no evidence 
that the registrant has even 
begun to address the serious 
issues that arise from the 


convictions. 

“The public’s confidence 
in the registrant remains 
impaired due to the lasting 
effect of such serious and 
recent behaviour.” 

The panel decided the 
most proportionate sanc¬ 
tion was to strike Hakin’s 
name from the register with 
an interim suspension order 
to cover the appeal period. 

Hakin, who was not rep¬ 
resented at the hearing, has 
also been placed on the sex 
offender’s register indefi¬ 
nitely. 

During his 10-day trial 
last year, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard Mr Hakin was a 
man with a “dark side” who 
sexually assaulted women 
and tried to persuade them 
to start an affair. 

fudge Mark Lucraft said 
at the time that in each case 
there was an element of “tar¬ 
geting and persistence of 
conduct of harassment.” 

He also highlighted that 
it took “physical and emo¬ 
tional will” for the women 
to come forward - one vic¬ 
tim collapsed when giving 
evidence and one said she 
could no longer trust a man.

Foodbank in 
plea for new 
storage unit 

THE team at Ely's foodbank have 
issued an urgent plea for help 
as it emerged the service has 
outgrown its facilities. 

Demand for emergency food 
supplies in the area has become 
so high that the foodbank has 
outgrown its current storage 
facility. 

The foodbank has been 
using the old forum building 
on Barton Road but it is no 
longer big enough to store the 
45 tonnes of food which were 
distributed last year to people in 
need across Ely, Sutton, March, 
Littleport, Soham, Chatteris and 
surrounding villages. 

It now needs larger premises 
that can offer at least 100 sq 
metres at ground floor level with 
access to electricity and water. 

Ely Cathedral, which has 
helped support the foodbank, 
is now asking local businesses, 
landlords and the farming 
community if they can help. 

Canon missioner Alan 
Hargrave said; "Last year Ely 
Foodbank and their amazing 
volunteers provided much 
needed supplies to over 5000 
people in the local area. 

"The foodbank provides a vital 
service within our community 
and we hope someone can help 
us find somewhere suitable."

Rosemary granted ‘final 
wish’ in burial dispute

A WOMAN can finally be laid 
to rest in the cemetery of her 
choice - thanks to a local resi¬ 
dent who donated a plot for her. 

It was Rosemary Talbot’s dying 
wish to be laid to rest in Little - 
port cemetery where her family 
up to her great great-grandpar¬ 
ents are all buried. 

Rosemary died on September 
5, aged 66, after a two-year battle 
with lung cancer. 

But her husband, Jim, and 
daughters, Sally Talbot, 36, and 
Katie Hambacker, 39, were left 
devastated when they were told 
by Littleport Parish Council that 
she could not be buried in the 
town because she was living in 
Ely when she died. 

Her family were so distraught 
that they launched an online pe¬ 
tition calling on the parish coun¬ 
cil to waive the rules - and more 
than 2,100 people signed it. 

On September 24, Rosemary’s 
family finally received the news 
that she could be buried in the 
cemetery. 

Sally, of Redmere, near Ship- 
pea Hill, said: “An anonymous 


member of the public came for¬ 
ward and offered us their plot 
they bought 60 years ago. We are 
extremely grateful to them and 
have accepted their kind offer. 

“While it seems the council 
are off the hook, we never want¬ 
ed this to turn into a battle and 
it feels much better that mum 
is laid to rest through kindness, 
not a fight. 

“We cannot thank the pub¬ 
lic enough. It’s time to focus on 
mum now in the way we should 
have been all along.” 

As previously reported, Rose¬ 
mary grew up in Littleport, was 
christened and married there 
and wanted to be buried in the 
town. 

But Littleport Parish Council 
adopted a new policy in 2005 
which means only parishioners 
can be buried within the parish 
cemetery. Rosemary had lived in 
Ely with Jim since 1968. 

Clive Webber, parish coun¬ 
cil chairman, said: “The parish 
council worked extremely hard 
to find a solution, within the 
constraints of legislation, which 
would ease the pain for the fam- 
ily. 

“With regards to the current 
burial policy, we are restricted

by the legislation that governs 
all parish councils, and con¬ 
trary to common belief, neither 
the chairman nor an individual 
councillor has the power to 
change, or make an exception to 
the policies previously set up by 
the parish council. 

“We are in the very difficult 
position that we have had to re¬ 
fuse burials of non-parishioners 
over the past 10 years, many of 
whom had strong connections 
to the town, and we have had 
comments over the last week 
from some who have been af¬ 


fected by this policy during that 
time. We are also in the position 
that suitable and available land 
has only been secured recently 
after a 10 year search and we 
are still three to four years away 
from the new cemetery being in 
use, as much work still has to be 
done. 

“It is likely that even with the 
existing burial policy in place, 
we will have to close the current 
cemetery to body burials before 
the new cemetery is ready. 

“Members of the parish coun¬ 
cil are local residents who are 
elected to represent all of the 
parishioners, and there are ap¬ 
proximately 10,000 people resid¬ 
ing in Littleport. 

“We do truly care about all 
of our residents, and their rela¬ 
tives, and will always be fully 
committed to doing our very 
best to meet their needs and any 
requests that we receive, whilst 
abiding by the legislation that 
governs us.” 

Rosemary’s funeral is being 
held at St George’s Church, Lit¬ 
tleport, tomorrow at 11.30am. 
All family and friends are wel¬ 
come, and her family are asking 
people to wear “non-sombre” 
clothing.

Ely man jailed 
for 6 years for 
grants fraud

AN author and Fellow of 
Cambridge University has 
been jailed for six years after 
being found guilty of steal¬ 
ing £238,000 from the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund (HLF) over 
a period of seven years. 

David Barrowclough, 48, 
used the money, which he 
claimed by applying for bo¬ 
gus archaeological projects, 
to fund mortgage payments 
and premium bonds - and 
buy a new Alfa Romeo car. 

The Wolfson College don, 
of Broad Street, Ely, was 
charged with nine counts of 
fraud and one count of ob¬ 
taining property by decep¬ 
tion. He was found guilty on 
all but one count. 

Barrowclough, who plead¬ 
ed not guilty to all ten, made 
false representations to 
the HLF between 2006 and 
2013, as well as forging let¬ 
ters, issuing false invoices 
and using fake names and 
addresses. 

Three of the projects cen¬ 
tred on Ely and the disgraced 
academic tried to mask his 
activities by creating a false 
email account for Ely Mu¬ 
seum, where he became a 
board trustee in 2009. 

His fraudulent behaviour 
came to light when staff at 
Ely Museum opened a let¬ 
ter detailing a £18,500 pay¬ 
ment to Barrowclough for a 
project they were unaware 
existed. 

judge Peter Murphy said 
that had the letter for Bar¬ 
rowclough not been sent to 
the wrong address then the 
amount he stole could have 
been considerably more. 

He added: “I have to say 
that those verdicts are more 
than justified in light of the 
evidence I have heard. This 
was, as the Crown have 
said, a sophisticated and 
sustained case of fraud on a 
number of occasions.” 

The court heard how Bar¬ 


rowclough had been struck 
off as a solicitor in No¬ 
vember 1997 when he was 
sentenced to four years in 
prison after admitting to 12 
counts of theft. 

Wolfson College were not 
made aware of his previ¬ 
ous convictions as Barrow¬ 
clough applied by using a 
CV and attached letter rath¬ 
er than filling in a standard 
application form where you 
are asked about criminal 
history. 

Luke Blackburn, pros¬ 
ecuting said: “What the de¬ 
fendant did was an abuse of 
his position. We suggest this 
was a sophisticated offence 
for which there was signifi¬ 
cant planning.” 

fudge Murphy agreed that 
Barrowclough’s actions dis¬ 
played an “abuse of trust” 
involving public funding. 

He added: “You are a man 
who will stop at nothing al¬ 
most, in the financial sense, 
to make some gain for your¬ 
self.” 

Barrowclough, who was 
represented in court by Di 


Middleton, has so far repaid 
more than £70,000 to the 
HLF by request. 

An HLF spokesman said: 
“We have worked with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police through¬ 
out this investigation, and 
will continue to seek re¬ 
imbursement through legal 
means as appropriate. 

“We take our role as cus¬ 
todians of National Lottery 
money very seriously, and 
have a responsibility to Na¬ 
tional Lottery players to en¬ 
sure that their money - for 
local heritage projects peo¬ 
ple care deeply about - is 
not misused. 

“We will always pursue al¬ 
legations of fraud.” 

Barrowclough has writ¬ 
ten several books. His latest, 
Bloody British History: Cam¬ 
bridge, was released earlier 
this year. 

A spokesman for Wolfson 
College said: “Dr Barrow¬ 
clough was suspended from 
his duties as soon as the col¬ 
lege was made aware of the 
charges against him pend¬ 
ing the outcome of the trial.”

Football conman 
avoids jail term 


A CRIMINAL who conned 
businesses by saying he was 
collecting money for local 
football teams has avoided a 
jail sentence.

He approached businesses 
across East Cambridgeshire 
and pretended to be helping 
the football team of which¬ 
ever town he happened to 
be in. 

Oliver, of The Pantiles, 
Whittlesey, pleaded guilty to

Court in August and was 
sentenced there last week.

He received a 26-week 
prison sentence, suspended 
for two years. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting 
at the first hearing in Au¬ 
gust, said: "Local football 
teams have verified that they 
haven’t asked anyone to do 
this work on their behalf.’’ 

Eventually, Oliver was re¬ 
ported and identified from a 
photograph. 

When questioned, he ad¬ 
mitted that he was drinking 
up to 15 pints a day, and was 
using the money to finance 


this habit. 

Mr Brown said: “He said 
‘whatever you say I’ve done 
I probably have done - I 
would be too ****** to re¬ 
member’.” 

The prosecutor added that 
it was difficult for the busi¬ 
nesses to say how much they 
had given, because it was 
cash in hand each time. 

Oliver told magistrates 
that members of his family 
and his friends have died in 
recent years, leading him to 
drink. 

He was also ordered to pay 
a fine of £565 and must com¬ 
plete 100 hours unpaid work 
in the community during the 
next year.

We know whai 
the problem is 

LUCY Fraser has apparently offered 
to help Addenbrooke's hospital in 
'any way she can' {Ely News, 24th 
September). 

Members of staff (of which I am 
one) and senior management are 
in no doubt about the root of our 
problems. We have been asked 
to make 'efficiency savings' of 
£26 million this year via a cost 
improvement plan, having made 
savings of a similar size last year. 

This means reducing our costs in 
the face of a reduction in income. 
Eventually there are no further 
efficiencies to be made that will have 
any meaningful financial benefit 
without damaging patient services. 
This is the position that we now find 
ourselves in having screwed every 
drop of efficiency saving from the 
hospital over the previous 2 years. In 
terms of overall funding NHS England 
estimates that the shortfall in NHS 
funding, allowing for an optimistic 
0.8% efficiency savings and inflation, 
is around £21 billion by 2020. The £8 
billion promised by the Conservatives 
in their manifesto would hold the 
NHS in its current position (with no 
growth) only if it makes in excess of 
2-3% efficiency savings year on year 
until 2020. 

The Health and Social Care Act 
2012 brought in by Andrew Lansley 
separated funding for health care 
provision from funding for social 
care, dividing the very two services 
that should be working together.

Cambridgeshire received cuts of 
3.6% (£6.8 million) to local authority 
budgets in 2014/15 and the effects 
of this in reductions to social 
care provision and the closing of 
residential and nursing home beds 
has been a disaster for the hospital 
with rising delays to discharge which I 
witness personally on the wards every 
week. 

There are other factors. 
Addenbrooke's is not able to admit 
elective patients for surgery because 
the beds are occupied with those 
who await social care. This elective 
work is one of the ways in which 
income can be gained for the Trust. 

In addition the hospital has faced 
fines for failing to admit patients for 
procedures and for missing targets on 
cancer waiting times. 

It seems portentous to read again an 
email from the erstwhile CEO, Keith 
McNeil, to staff just 6 days after the 
general election which read "2015/16 
is going to be a tough year for all of 
us. Finding a way to deliver both our 
treatment outcome targets and our 
financial targets is going to test our 
resilience, our capacity to deliver 
real innovation and change and it 
will test our courage" No member 
of staff is fooled by his claim that he 
stood aside essentially in a belief that 
someone 'better' could turn around 
the hospital's fortunes. He doesn't 
believe that, and neither do we, the 
staff. 

Personally, I never trusted the 
Tories with the NHS and I am sadly 
being proved right. I am in no 
doubt whatsoever that the failure 
of hospitals is going to be endemic 
across the country. In the words of 
Noam Chomsky "that's the standard 
technique of privatisation: defund, 
make sure things don't work, people 
get angry, you hand it over to private 
capital". 

Twenty-four Conservative MPs have 
links to 15 private health companies. 
All of those MPs voted in favour of 
the Health and Social Care Act. 

Not even a Conservative government 
would be foolhardy enough to launch 
a wholesale privatisation of the NHS 
but it is very much under way and 
a trip to the outpatient pharmacy at 
Addenbrookes currently operated by 
Lloyds confirms this. 

I appreciate Ms Fraser's offer to help 
in any way she can but this is going 


to take more than a photoshoot at a 
cake stall.

Here's the real 
pension scandal

REVIEW 

Praise and Thanksgiving, Ely Choral Society, 
Ely Cathedral, Saturday, September 26 

A udience numbers for Ely Choral Society's 
concerts have grown as its reputation has 
spread way beyond the city so it must 
have been a little disappointing for the choir to 
face so many empty seats in Ely Cathedral on 
Saturday. 

How could the concert planners have known 
this 'celebration of Mendelssohn' would be 
in competition with the England-Wales Rugby 
World Cup clash, not to mention the launch of 
Strictly Come Dancing. 

But those who did spurn sport and Strictly 
were not disappointed. 

Felix Mendelssohn was one of the great 
composers of the Romantic era, a favourite 
of Queen Victoria who described him as "the 
greatest musical genius since Mozart". By the 
time of his premature death in 1847 at the age 
of only 38, he had composed an extraordinary 
amount of music from symphonies and 
concertos to chamber music and songs. 

His love of early church music developed 


during his time as a chorister in Berlin where 
he became familiar with the cantatas and 
motets of J. S. Bach. To open the programme, 
the Society's musical director, Andrew Parnell, 
chose three of Mendelssohn's own Motets 
from Op 79 (Sechs Spruche). The chorus - who 
faced the added challenge of singing in German 
- made a spirited attack on the first, were 
joined for the second by sopranos Rebecca 
Duckworth, Alison Summers and tenor Mark 
Hounsell and by the third they had relaxed and, 
by the look on some faces, I'd guess they had 
received an encouraging and deserved 'well 
done' from their conductor. 

Requiem - A Thanksgiving for Life was 
composed towards the end of his life by the late 
Sir Philip Ledger. It had its world premiere in 
America in 2007 and its first UK performance at 
King's College, Cambridge, where its composer 
had been an undergraduate and later, a hugely 
respected organist and director of music. This 
was a confident performance of a finely crafted 
work of immediate appeal. 

After this diversion to the 21 st century, 
we were back in the 19th century for 


Mendelssohn's Organ Sonata in A major Op. 

65 no. 3. Edmund Aldhouse, the cathedral's 
assistant organist for the past two years, 
coaxes the most wonderful sounds from the 
magnificent cathedral organ. Gentle passages 
full of tenderness and expression contrasting 
with vigorous and powerful, this was a virtuoso 
performance. 

Following a brief interval, the evening ended 
with Hymn of Praise - Sinfonia Cantata Op 
52 which was written to celebrate the 400th 
anniversary of the invention by Johannes 
Gutenberg of the movable type printing press. 
The central theme, according to Mendelssohn, 
was "... a kind of universal thanksgiving on the 
words of Psalm 150 - 'Let everything that hath 
breath praise the Lord'." The first performance 
of this was at Thomaskirche in Leipzig, and 
appropriately an atmospheric photograph of the 
church had been chosen for the programme 
cover. 

The work originally opened with a three- 
movement orchestral sinfonia prelude, followed 
by a cantata of vocal movements which on 
this occasion stood as a cantata in its own 


right. Rebecca Duckworth, who makes such 
a huge contribution to the musical life of Ely 
and beyond, is a warm, beguiling soprano and 
her second movement solo was her chance 
to shine and Mark Hounsell gave a confident 
performance of his solo passage, The sorrows of 
death. 

Confidence deserted the chorus on a couple 
of occasions and in the appropriately named 
movement The night is departing, Andrew 
Parnell must have wondered whether he would 
manage to shepherd them back to the score. 

But then the chorale Let all men praise the Lord 
(the familiar hymn Now Thank We All Our God) 
got everyone back on song before a beautiful 
duet for tenor and soprano and a triumphant 
chorus ending.

JAKE Scott-Paul, from Ely, starts his 
gruelling trek across parts of the Great 
Wall of China on Saturday.

KEVIN Wells now has just days to 
go until he takes on one of the Sev¬ 
en Wonders of the World in memo¬ 
ry of his daughter. 

Kevin, 51, from Soham, is trek¬ 
king along the Great Wall of China 
to raise money for Grief Encounter 
- the charity he has been patron of 
since 2004. 

It was on August 4, 2002 that 
Kevin and his family’s and friends’ 
lives changed forever. 

Their daughter, Holly, and her 
friend, Jessica Chapman, both 10, 
were murdered by local school 
caretaker Ian Huntley in what be¬ 
came one of the most high profile 
murder cases in the UK. 

Huntley was convicted in De¬ 
cember 2003 of the girls’ murder 
and sentenced to two terms of 
life imprisonment, with the High 
Court later setting a minimum 
term of 40 years. 

Kevin will spend seven days tak¬ 
ing on the challenging terrain of 
the ancient wall, which was built 
over 2,000 years ago. 

He is being joined on the chal¬ 
lenge by two friends, Robert 
Wright, from Dullingham, and Ali 
Msabaha, from Soham, and to¬ 
gether they hope to raise around 
£20,000 for Grief Encounter. 

They start the trek on Monday, 


October 5 and already Kevin has 
raised more than £3,000 in spon¬ 
sorship. 

Speaking to Ely News earlier this 
year, Kevin, who lives with his wife, 
Nicola, in Red House Gardens, 
said: “After losing Holly, I both wit¬ 
nessed and experienced the effects 
that bereavement and the grieving 
process can have on your life and 


your future. We will never forget 
Holly but life does move on; it has 
to, and the intensity of your grief 
does diminish as the years pass. 

“Grief Encounter helped us 
learn how to manage our grief and 
that is why I will never stop sup¬ 
porting the charity.”

NEW cycle parking facilities have 
been officially opened at Ely rail¬ 
way station. 

Abellio Greater Anglia has in¬ 
stalled a new cycle compound, 
called CyclePark+, to offer more 
secure parking to cyclists using 
the station, following a Cycle Rail 
Grant from the Department for 
Transport. 

The new facilities were official¬ 
ly opened last Wednesday.

Wind farm 
plans set to 
be refused

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
erect two wind turbines in 
Stretham have been recom¬ 
mended for refusal. 

The news emerged after 
documents were published 
this week ahead of East 
Cambs District Council’s 
planning committee meet¬ 
ing, which is due to be held 
on October 7. 

Proposals for the turbines, 
which would reach a height 
of 102m at the Redhill Farm 
site on Cambridge Road, 
have been submitted by local 
farmer Chris Attle. 

Last October residents 
formed the Stop Stretham 
Wind Farm Group (SSWFG) 
and the group says that al¬ 
most 400 people have ob¬ 
jected to the scheme to date. 


Reasons cited for the ap¬ 
plication’s recommended re¬ 
fusal fall under a number of 
categories including ‘land¬ 
scape and visual amenity’, 
‘cultural heritage’ and ‘avia¬ 
tion’. 

In the recommendation, it 
is said the two wind turbines 
would have an “urbanising 
effect” and “significantly 
change the character of the 
area”. 

The document also says 
the turbines would serve as 
“discordant and distract¬ 
ing” elements on the skyline 
when viewed from the West 
Tower of Ely Cathedral, and 
also highlights concerns 
raised by the nearby Mitch¬ 
ells Farm Airfield.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


d Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

d Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service?

d Insurance - check on your home contents

d Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

Jude Clarke chats to Mikey Chapman, lead singer for Ely's own Mallory Knox, and finds out 
how the local scene nurtured the band in their early years, what fans can expect from their 
Cambridge Junction show this week, and their plans to conquer the world. 


I T'S always just that extra bit more exciting 
when one of the bands tagged as rising stars in 
the music world comes from your own area, 
isn't it? 

And what makes it even more gratifying 
is if the band in question is making waves 
(and a huge name for itself) in a genre 
that, traditionally, is often said to be under¬ 
represented in Cambridge. 

So one of the things I wanted to ask Mikey 
Chapman, frontman of rock band Mallory Knox 
(this week's Kerrang! cover stars, no less) was 
how they broke through and broke the mould. 
Variously described as straightforward 'rock', 
'alternative rock' and 'post-hardcore', there's no 
denying the heaviness of their music, although 
perhaps their success can also be ascribed, in 
part, to the accessibility of their sound which 
runs alongside the harder elements. So did they 
find it difficult, starting out in our region? 


"Yeah, it's definitely tough," admits Mikey. 
"There were often times when you'd only play 
to a few people, but that, for me, is where you 
learn your craft. 

"If you're passionate enough to play in front 
of 10 people for the first couple of years, you 
absolutely deserve to go on to bigger and better 
things." 

So the secret is starting small and just. . . 
keeping going? 

"Absolutely. We've been playing in the local 
scene since we were about 13 years old. We 
would do battles of the bands and stuff outside 
of Mallory. So when we started Mallory we'd 
learned a lot, and wanted to take what we'd 
learned and use it straight off the bat. And I 
think, fortunately, for us it worked very well." 

Indeed it did. Signed to Wolf At Your Door 
records in 2009, the band toured the UK, 
bagging a slot at Download - the UK's most

prominent metal and rock festival - in 2012 and 
gradually building up their fanbase until their 
first album, Signals , reached an impressive No 
33 in the UK charts on its release in 2013. 

Award nominations and further prestigious 
festival slots followed, the band inking a new 
contract with Search & Destroy music later that 
year, before releasing second album Asymmetry 
last autumn. 

With this release hitting 16 in the UK charts, 
how does all this success and acclaim feel? 

"It's the most flattering, mind-blowing thing 
in the world. Since we were 13 we wanted 
that kind of thing, that kind of achievement, 
you know? So in that respect it was absolutely 
a fulfilment of everything we'd hoped and 
dreamed about, about being in a band." 

But Mikey certainly isn't resting on any 
laurels. "At the same time, we're still hungry. We 
want better than we've achieved, we want to 
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take it further than this - we want to see where 
it can go!" 

And these future aspirations range from, not 
only playing an arena tour, perhaps headlining 
Wembley ("I might be being a bit too, err, 
pushy there", Mi key modestly adds) but also 
ambitions closer to home. 

"Unfortunately, with how this tour was 
routed, we weren't able to do the Corn 
Exchange in Cambridge this year, but that's 
always been a massive dream of ours since 
very very young: to headline the Corn 
Exchange." 

And Mikey and fellow band members Joe 
Savins (guitar/backing vocals), Sam Douglas 
(bass/backing vocals), Dave Ralwing (drums) 
and James Gillett (rhythm guitar/backing 
vocals) are - despite the success - still very 
much rooted in Cambridgeshire. 

Now all living in Ely, Mikey explains how 
"we grew up in Sutton, Littleport and Little 
Dowham, small farm towns, villages. That's it, 
it's all we really know: The Fens." 

With no current plans to move to the Big 
City ("I feel like we're close enough to London 
to be accessible at very short notice. You can 
absolutely achieve anything you want to, right 
from here in East Anglia"), Mikey also wants 
to flag up some of the locals who have been 
supporters of the band since day one. 

"The guys at R*E*P*E*A*T, back in the day 
when it used to be an A3 paper fanzine. We 
had a few little features in there, which we 
were always so proud of. We were so happy 
that they guys at that fanzine were keen to 
support us. And the wonderful folk at Star 
Radio - particularly the Rock Show: Neil 
[Jones, presenter] has been phenomenal. He's 
really passionate about what he does. The 
scene really needs people like that, far more 
people like that." 

Since my call was put through to Mikey 
when he was taking a short break in the studio, 
I wonder if a new album might be imminent. 

"We've been getting stuck in to writing a 
new song. We're writing a new album but 
we won't be recording for quite some time. 
There's nothing going to be coming out too 
soon in the future." 

Nor will the band be debuting any new 
songs on this tour - billed as the Homecoming 
Tour, aptly enough for the Cambridge date 
- when they play Cambridge Junction on 
Wednesday night. 

"We really want to give Asymmetry the love 
it deserves. It's only just been out a year now, 
and this is our first real opportunity to play a 
lot of the songs. We're going to get this well 
and truly played and toured, and THEN we'll 
be ready for album three material." 

As to Mi key's own favourites from 
Asymmetry , he admits a soft spot for She Took 
Him To The Lake. "It's seven minutes long, we 
start very soft and then move into something 
a bit more poppy and fast-paced. I love the 
range of both music and emotion that comes 
through. It's a pleasure to sing, and it was even 
nicer to write and develop, you know?" 

Chatting to the singer, he comes across as so 
affable, grounded and cheerful that I wonder 


how the band as a whole get on: is there any 
conflict, or are they the best of friends? 

"The only way I can describe the bond 
between us is brothers, really. People that say 
they spend all day every day in the pockets of 
their friends and don't argue are lying - they're 
straight-up lying! But that doesn't mean that 
you don't care for each other. So we bicker 
and fight here and there, and we have our ups 
and downs, but it's always in a very family- 
oriented way. We wake in the morning and 
everything's fine." 

So how do those inevitable arguments get 
resolved? 

"Sometimes it's about letting it blow over, 
sometimes it's about sorting it out. Generally 
the scenario that we find ourselves in a lot of 
the time can be very trying on a person, let 
alone a group of people. We're all people, you 
know? Imagine you being stuck in a room with 
your five best friends. It wouldn't take long for 
you to fall out, but that doesn't mean that you 
don't still love each other." 

At that stage in their career when everything 
is on the up, everything exciting, everything a 
buzz, Mikey, perhaps unsurprisingly, doesn't 
particularly relish the rare down-time he gets. 
"When we have a long period of time at home 
we all kind of detest it. 

"When we have a job (and I use 'job' very 
loosely) like ours, it's so much adventure, so 
much fulfilment and so much satisfaction from 
being on the road, and being out and doing 
stuff, that coming back is almost like pressing 
pause on the race you're in, or on a long 
fantastic journey." 

So despite the allure of "seeing our friends 
and family, chilling out, socialising and catching 
up with people you haven't seen in a while", 
the overriding feeling when not out on the 
road with Mallory Knox is, he admits, of 
finding yourself a bit "at a loss, for sure." 

With that in mind, it's hard to imagine what 
Mikey might be doing today if the band hadn't 
taken off in the way that it has. 

"I like to think I'd still be doing music in 
some form. I feel like we invested too much of 
our adult life into this thing just to let it 
slide. Even a covers band that played locally, 
or another venture, band-wise, that might be 
the case." 

With another long-term goal "to travel and 
see the world", he admits that, if not music, he 
might instead be "selling surfboards on a beach 
somewhere". He'd be a beach bum? "Most 
likely, although I'm far too pale!" 

And with the band having already taken him 
(ever grateful and endearingly humble, he 
adds the qualifier: "very luckily, very 
fortunately") to Australia, much of Europe and 
America, he now has his sights set on a list of 
countries "as long as my arm" that they'd like 
to play. 

"There are so many places we get fantastic 
responses from fans, South East Asia, South 
America, Japan, even places like New Zealand. 
There's still a lot of the globe to cover yet." 

"To conquer?" I mischievously suggest. 

"To CONQUER." He agrees. "I like that 
word!"

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James May says Volkswagen 
turmoil is progress incentive 
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JAMES MAY: It's all a bit ugly and unfortunate' 

FORMER Top Gear presenter James May has 
said he would not be surprised if Volkswagen 
is not the only car-maker found to be cheating 
clean-air tests. 

But the petrolhead said history would 
suggest that the scandal will ultimately result in 
improvements. 

Volkswagen's admission that some of its cars 
cheated clean-air tests in the US has led to calls 
for stricter testing in Europe. In the US, 11m 
diesel cars have been recalled and there are 
now concerns about the state of play for Audi 
and Skoda, two other car makers who are part 
of the Volkswagen group. 

Asked if he was surprised at what has 
emerged about the German car-maker, May 
said: "I am surprised, to be honest. I also, I 
don't know if I should say this, I wouldn't be 
surprised if they turned out not to be the only 
ones." 

Speaking at a press event ahead of a BBC 
show he is involved with called Building Cars 
Live , he said he did not know "the ins and 
outs" of the issue, and joked: "I don't have a 
diesel". 

Asked about what he thought the 
consequences of the scandal would be, he told 
reporters it would result in "probably yet more 
scrutiny". 

May said the thing he finds interesting about 
the history of the car when you look at "the big 
picture" is that every time there is something 
that car-makers and consumers complain about 
- issues that would appear to be a barrier in 
the way of the car - it results in improvements. 

Making reference to previous changes such 
as safety requirements, he said: "Everybody 
says this will ruin motoring, this is the end 
of the golden era, it's going to make cars 
impossible to drive and boring too. 

"But every single time it happens it makes 
cars better." 

May said these issues tend to be a "stimulus 
for improving the car". He added: "So if 
there's a bit of a scandal about diesel and it's 
all a bit ugly and unfortunate, but I bet you in 
five years time when cars are still being fitted 
with diesel engines they'll be much better as 
a result."

STEVE Fallon felt the final score 
was not a fair reflection of the 
game as Soham went down 3-0 
at home to Bury Town in the 
Ryman League, North Division 
on Tuesday. 

The Greens created numerous 
chances in the first half and were 
denied by the frame of the goal 
before Bury broke the deadlock. 

The visitors’ goal came when 
goalkeeper Harry Reynolds 
dropped the ball and Noel Ait- 
kins slotted home on 34 minutes. 

Three minutes later, Joe May- 
banks added their second after 
Rob Ruddy had failed to clear. 

Soham came out all guns blaz¬ 
ing after the break, but another 
error allowed in Ollie Hughes for 
Bury’s third on 70 minutes. 

“The final score doesn’t tell 
the full story of the game,” said 
Soham boss Fallon. 

“That’s probably the best we’ve 
played, the most amount of 
chances we’ve created and we’ve 
lost. 

“It’s very disappointing be¬ 
cause we’ve played so well, yet 
we’re still near the bottom.” 

Luke Stanley got the only goal 
of the game just before half 
time when Soham ended their 
long winless run by beating 
Barkingside 1-0 at Julius Martin 
Lane in the league last Saturday. 

It was the Greens’ first suc¬ 
cess in 11 attempts, with their 
previous triumph having come 
back on August 11 against 
Waltham Abbey. 

Fallon was pleased to see his 
team bank a much-needed three 
points and keep a clean sheet,

although he felt the margin of 
victory would have been greater 
had they been more clinical. 

“It was long overdue but 
gratefully accepted,” said Fallon. 

“We should have scored a 


few more goals, having one 
disallowed and about four one- 
on-ones.
